In 1978, when | graduated from 
Romulus High School, our district was 
in areal mess. Insufficient funding had 
forced the Board of Education to shorten 
the school day, eliminate athletics and 
music programs, and (atone point) elimi- 
nate bus service. Yet taxpayers, who 
believed themselves already overbur- 
dened, repeatedly turned down propos- 
als for a millage increase. 

Unfortunately, no one seemed able 
to work together to make things better. 
Residents and teachers were suspicious 
and distrustful of the district, and Board 
members and administrators were frus- 
trated by the lack of support and under- 
standing from taxpayers and educa- 
tors. The growing rifts hurt everyone: 

e the homeowners, whose property 
values were in jeopardy because 
their community was gaining a repu- 
tation for being a place to shun; 

* the Board members, whose compe- 
tency and commitment were ques- 
tioned, and who eventually faced an 
acrimonious recall campaign; 

° theteachers, who feltunappreciated 

-and undervalued by both the district 
and the parents, and whose dedica- 
tion to their charges was being called 
into doubt; and 

¢ the children, who were being edu- 
cated in a district whose programs 
were stripped. to bare bones. 

We've come a long way since then. 
After a lot of hard work, today's Romu- 
lus Community Schools features: 

* an award-winning school board that 
has also received national recogni- 
tion for the various education initia- 
tives it has adopted; 

* award-winning teachers who have 
developed innovative programs that 
bring county, state, and even na- 
tional recognition to our district; 

* -amutually respectful, supportive rela- 
tionship between parents and teach- 
ers that has led to vastly increased 
parent involvement in the schools; 

* award-winning music programs and 
sports programs thathave beencom- 
petitive at the state level; and 

°.- facilities that are second to none in 
this area — especially in the field of 
technology, where our ratio of about 
one computer for every two children 
is absolutely unmatched. 

Sadly, all this is in jeopardy now. 

Once again, our district is facing 
dwindling financial:resources, and has 
been forced to make significant budget 
reductions tomake ends meet. Dropping 
enrollment, combined with the State's 
inadequate per-pupil funding, has left 


Let's Bring Our Kids Home 


Last month, the Board approved 
about $3.1 million in cuts that affect 
nearly every department, reducing or 
eliminating administrative, teaching, and 
support positions; reducing transporta- 
tion services; and curtailing athletics 
funding. Although | sincerely believe 
that the Board did its best to spread 
these cuts around and minimize their 
impact, there is no denying that they're 
going to be felt—in the short term, by the 
students and district employees, and in 
the long term, by the entire community. 

How can we stop the slide now, be- 
fore we reach the rock bottom of 1978? 

Firstand foremost, we need to band 
together as a community to bring our 
own children back to Romulus. Every 
time a Romulus resident sends his/her 
child to another school district, the Rom- 
ulus Community Schools loses about 
$8,500 in state funds. That's $8,500 that 
is no longer available to: 

* pay our teachers, who are the back- 
bone of any educational system; and 
¢ employ the many Romulus residents 
who currently work for the district, 
either as teachers or providers of 
essential services like classroom and 
lunchroom supportortransportation. 

Multiply that $8,500 by 700 — the 
approximate number of students who 
have left the district in the past few 
years, according to RCS Public Rela- 
tions director Dick Kruse — and you 
have a whopping $6 million that's_no 
longer available to educate our children. 

Of course, some of those losses 
are due to families who have moved, 
and others are attributable to families 
who want their children to receive a 
parochial education. But that still leaves 
hundreds of Romulus residents who are 
attending school in the communities of 
Huron, Van Buren, Taylor, and Wayne- 
Westland — each of which, according to 
Kruse, is raking in about $500,000 of our 
State per-pupil funding. Charter schools, 
too, are sapping millions from our budget. 

The long-term effects? Our school 
programs will decline. Our neighbors: 
will lose their jobs and may have to 
move. Our community will become less 
attractive to potential new residents, 
who want their children to attend quality 
schools. Development will decline, and 
so, in turn, will property values. And the 
children of Romulus will be cheated out 
of their chance to compete in the future. 

This is a situation that affects us all, 
regardless of whether we have children 
in school. So open up some dialogue; 
talk to friends and neighbors who may 
nothave thoughttheir decision through. 
You just may be saving our city ... and 
yourself. O

State Budget Moving Forward 

The regular spring Consensus Rev- 
enue Estimating Conference was held 
on Wednesday, May 17. During the 
conference, revisions were made to state 
revenue figures from the previous Janu- 
ary conference. 

Overall revenues for both the cur- 
rent 2005-06 fiscal year and the up- 
coming 2006-07 fiscal year should be 
slightly higher than first forecast.

However, the Senate stripped the 
bill of all appropriations before sending 
itback to the House. The bill failed in the 
House, 1-99, and will now go toa House— 
Senate conference committee. 

Meanwhile, the House stripped the 
Senate’s version of the budget of all 
appropriations before sending it back to 
the Senate. 

The Senate version of the state 


budgetis much closer to the Governor's 


recommended budget, and is a clear 
improvement over the House version. 

The conference committee will meet 
this month to work out the differences 
between the House and Senate budgets. 
Welfare Reform 

The House passed House Bill 4309, 
which makes changes to Michigan’s 
welfare program. While it contained 
some good changes, it contained more 


problems. Unfortunately, even the good 
ideas are to be implemented in a way 
that virtually ensures bad outcomes for 
recipients, especially those people who 
need it most. 

While | support improving and re- 
forming our welfare system, House Bill 
4309 has too many problems, and would 
cause greater hardship for many indi- 
viduals and families. The most egre- 
gious section would create a 48-month 


lifetime limit or a 24 month consecutive 
limit on cash assistance, retroactive to 
October 1996. This component alone 
could cause tens of thousands of people, 
including at least 20,000 children, to be 
purged from cash assistance on Janu- 
ary 1, 2007. Therefore, | did not support 
the bill.
